Toogither: but bicauſe no place noꝛ outward ſhape whereby 
Wo ſhew them too the feebie ſenle of mang deceptkull fpght 
Was pit appointed vntoo things, vntill that by his myaht 
And wondꝛous wildome God in tyme fet open too the eye 
The things that he before all tyme had euerlaſtingly 
Decreꝭd by his pꝛouidence. But let vs further fee 
How Ouids ſcantlings with the whole true patterne dos agree. 
Che fir dap by his mighty word (fapth Moyſeg) God made lpght, 
The ſecond day the firmament, which heauen oꝛ welkin hyght. 
The third day he did part the earth from fea and made it die, 
TCommaundinz it too beare all kpnd of frutes abundantip. 
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ht fowsth day he did make the lyghts of heanen to ſhyne from bye, 
And ſtabliſhed a law in them too rule their courſes by. 
he fifth day he did make the whales and Glhes of the deepe, 
With all the birds and kethered kowles that in the aire dos keepe. 
The firth day God made euery beaſt both Wyld and tame, and woozmes 
That creepe on ground accoꝛding too their feucrall kynds and fooꝛmes. 
And in the image ol himlelk he kozmed men ot clay ö 
Too bee the 1.020 of all his woozkes the very felflaine day. 
This is the tum et Moyles woozos. And Ouid (whether it were 
y following of the text aright, oꝛ that his mynd did beare 
Pim witneſle that there are no Gods but one) deeth playne bphold 
That God (although he knew him not) was he that did vntold 
The foꝛmer Chaos, putting it in foꝛme and lacion new, 
As map appeere by theis his wooꝛdes which vnderneath enſew. 7 
This ſtryte did God and nature bꝛeake and ſct in oder Dew. 
The earth from heauen the fea from earth he parted o2deriy, 
And from the thicke and koggie aire he tooke the lyghtlome fhye. 
In theis few lynes he compꝛehends the whole effect ofthat 
Which God did woork the firſt three dapes about this noble plat. 
And then by diſtributions he entreateth by and by 
MPozc largely of the leltlame things, and paynts them out too eye 
With all their bounds and furniture: And whereas wee boo fond 
The terme of nature topnd with God: (according too the mynd 
St lerned men) by ioyning ſo, is ment none other thing, 
But God the Loꝛd of nature who did all in ozder bring. 
The diſtributions becing doone right lernediy, anon 
Too ſhew the other thzee dayes woꝛkes he thus pꝛoceedeth on. 
The heauenip fopic too Goddes and ſtarres and planets firſt he gaue 
be waters next both freſh and ſalt he let the liches haue. 
The ſuttle apʒe to flickering fowles and birds he hath affignd, 
The earth too beaſts both wyld and tame of ſundꝛy ſoꝛts and kynd. 
Thus partly in the outward phꝛaſe, but moze in verie deede, 
He ſeemes accoꝛding too the ſenſe of ſcripture too pꝛoctede. 
And when he commes to ſpeake of man, he booth not vainly fap

Conſidʒing then of things before reherſt the whole eſtect, 
A trull there is already fyewd fuffictent too detect N 
That Poets tooke che ground of all their checfet fables ont 
Dl ſcripturs: which they havowing with 1 gloſes went abont ie 
1 4 Af, : 
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Too turne the truth too topes and lyes. And ok the ſelkſame rate 
Are alſotheig: Their Phlegeton, their Styx, their bliſtull tate 
Of ſpirits in th Elyũan feelds. Of which che koꝛmer twapne 
Seeme countertetted of the place where damned foules reinaine, 
Which wee call Hell.

And after fatd by open pꝛoule, ere long J minde to fe, 

If that this wight a mighty God oꝛ moꝛtall creature bee. 

Che truth ſhall trie it ſelfe: he ment the ſequele did declare) 

To feale vpon me in the night, and kyll me vnbeware. 

And pet he was not fo content: but went and cut the thꝛote, 

Ok one that lape in hoſtage there, which was an Epyrote: 

And part of him he did to roſt, and part he did to ſtewe. 

WUbich when it came vpon the boꝛde, foꝛthwith J ouerthꝛew, 

The houſe with ink reuenging fire vpon the owners hed. 

Who ſœing that, ſlipt out of does amazde loꝛ feare, and fled 

Into the wilde and deſert wods, where being all alone, 

As he endeuoꝛde (but in vaine ta ſpeake and make his mone,

Still pꝛactiũng his wonted tut ol laughter on the poꝛe

Che king of Gods bade ceaſe their thought ¢ queſtions in that caſe, 
And caſt the care thereol on him. within a little fpace, 
He pꝛomiſt foꝛ to frame a newe, an other kinde of men 
By wondꝛous meanes, vnlike the fri to fill the woꝛld agen.

And dꝛeadtull face as blacke as pitch, foꝛth out of pꝛiſon lings. 
Mis beard hung full of hideous ſtoꝛmes, all dankich was his head, 
With water ſtreaming downe his hatre that on his ſhoulders (head, 
His bglp foꝛehead wꝛinkled was with foggie miſtes full thicke, 

And on his fetbers and his bꝛeaſt a ſtilling dew did ſticke. 
Aone as he betwerne his hands the hanging clondes had crucht, 


With ratling nopfe adowne from heauen the raine full fadlp gucht. 


Che Rainbow Iunos meſſenger bedect in ſundꝛie bue, 

Co maintaine mopfure in the cloudes, great waters thither pane: 2 
The cozne was beaten to the grounde, the Tilmans hope of gaine, 
Foz which he topled all the peare, lay dꝛowned in the raine. 
Toues indignation and bis wꝛath began to grow ſo hat. 

That for to quench the rage thereol, his Heauen ſuffilde not. 

His hꝛother Neptune toith bis waues was faine to doe him eaſe: 
Who ſtraight alembling all the ſtreames, that fall inte the feas, 
Said to them Landing in his boule: Stirs get pou home apace, 
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(Bou mut not loke to haue me ble, long preaching in this cafe.) 

Poure out pour foꝛce(ſoꝛ ſo is nede)pour heads ech one vnpende, 

And from pour open ſpꝛings, pour ſtreames with flowing waters ſende. 

He had no foner (aid the woꝛd, but that returning backe, 

Eche one of them vnloſde his ſpꝛing, and let his waters flacke, 

And to the Sea with flowing ſkreames plwolne abone their bankes, 

One rolling in anothers necke, they ruſhed foꝛth by rankes. 

Himſelle with his thꝛætyned Pate, did lend the earth a blow, 

That made it ſhake and open wapyes fo2 waters foꝛth to flow. 

The flouds at randon there they liſt, thꝛough all the fields did ſfray, 

Men, beaſtes, trees, coꝛne, with their gods, were Churches wacht away. 

Ik any houſe were built fo ſtrong, againſt their force to ſtonde 

Pet did the water hide the top: and turrets in that ponde 

Mere ouerwhelmde: no difference was betwerne the fea and ground, 

So; all was ſea: there was no ſhoꝛe noꝛ landing to be found. 

Some climbed bp to tops of hils, and ſome rob de to and fro 

In Wotes, where they not long beloze, to plough and Cart did go, 

One ouer coꝛne and tops of townes, whome waues did ouerwhelme, 

Doth ſaile in chip, an other ſittes afihing in an Elm. 

In meddowes grerne were Anchors call ((o foztune did pꝛouide) 

And craked ſhips did ſhado w bynes, the which the floud did hide. 

And where but tother day before did fade the hungry Cote, 

The bglp Seales and Poꝛkeptſces now to and fro did flote. 

The Seanymphes wondꝛed onder waues the tones and groues to fe, 

And Dolphines plapd among the tops and boughes ok euerp trek. 

The grim and grerdy Mole did ſwim among the ſiely ſherpe, 

The Lion and the Lyger fierce were boꝛne vpon the depe. 

It booted not the forming Wosre his crwked tulkes to wher, 

Che running Hart coulde in the ſtreame by ſwiltnelle nothing get. 

The llerting towles long hauing ſought foꝛ land to reit vpon, 

Into the Sea with werie wings were dꝛtuen to fall anon. 

Ch outrag tous ſwelling of the Sea the letter hillockes wolunde, 

Unwonted waues on higheſt tops ol mountalnes did rebolonde. 

The greateſt part of men were dꝛownde, and ſuch as ſcapte the flode, 

Fozlozne with faking ouerlong did die foꝛ want of fode. 

Againſt the ſieldes ol Aonie and Atticke lies a lande,

But one of eche, howbeit thoſe both iuſt and both deuout,

_ And urdie blaſts ſhould chaſe the floud, that Earth might fe the (hte 


And Heauen the Earth: the Seas alſo began immediatly 

Their rag ing furie foꝛ to ceaſe. Their ruler laide awaye . 

His dreadfull Mace, and with his woꝛdes their wodnefle did alape. 

Me called Try ton to him ſtraight his trumpetter, who wde 

In purple robe on Moulder caſt, aloft vpon the flode. 

And bade him take his founding Trumpe and out of hand to blow 
Retreat, that all the ſtreames might heare, and reale from thence to flow. 


He toke his Trumpet in his hand, hys Trumpet was a ſhell 
Pl ſome great Mhelnke o2 other filhe, in facion like a Bell 
Chat gathered narrow to the mouth, and as it did deſcende. 


Did ware moze wide and wꝛithen ſkill, downe to the nether ende: 
Mhen that this Trumpe amid the Sea was (et to Trytons mouth, 

We blew fo laude that all the ſtreames both Catt, Welt, Porth ¢ South, 
Might eallp heare him blow recreate and all that heard the ſounde 
Immediatly began to ebbe and dꝛaw within their bounde. 

Then gan the Sea to haue a (hore, and bꝛokes to finde a banke, 

And lwelling ſtreames of flowing flonds within hir chanels anke. 
Chen hils did riſe aboue the waues that had them onerllowv, ae 
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The firſt booke of 


And as the waters did decreaſe the ground did ſerme to grow. 
And after long and tedious time the tres did ſhew their tops 
All bare, ſaue that vpon the boughes the mud did hang in knops. 
he woꝛlde reſtoꝛed was againe, which though Deucalion ioyde 
Then to beholde: pet loꝛbicaule he ſaw the earth was voyde 
And ſilent like a wilderneſle, with fad and werping epes 
And tuthfull voyce he then did ſpeake to Pyrrha in this wiſe. 
O ſiſter, O my louing ſpoule, O Lelie woman left, | 
As onely remnant of thy ſexe that water bath bereft. 
Mhome Nature fir by right of birth bach linked to me falt 
In that we bꝛothers childꝛen bene: and ſecondly the chaſt 
And ſkedfaſt bond ef lawfull bed: and laſtly now of all, 
Che pꝛeſent perils of the time that latelye did befall. 
On all the Earth from Eaſt to Wel where Phebus ſhelves his face 
There is no moe but thou and J of all the moꝛtall race. 
Che Sea hath ſwallowed all the rest: and ſcarlip are we ſure, 
That our two liues from deeadfull death in fafette hall endure, 
Foz euen as pet the duſkie cloudes doe make my heart adꝛad. 
Alas poꝛe wꝛetched ſielie ſoule, what heart wouldit thou haue had 
Lo beare theſe heauie happes, tf chaunce had let thee (cape alone?

Alone as that this couple came within the chappell doe, 
They fell downe flat vpon the ground and trembling kiſt the floge, 
And ſapde: if pꝛaper that pꝛotedes from humble heart and minde 
Map in the pꝛelence of the Gods, ſuch grace and fauoꝛ finde 
As to àppeaſe their woꝛthie wꝛath, then bouch thou fafe to tell 
(O gentle Themis) how the loſſe that on our kinde befell, 
Map not eftloresreconered be, and helpe bs torepaite

Fo; Cure he ſaide the was afraide hir Graundames gholt to burt ao 
By taking vp hir buried bones to thꝛow them in the durt. pie 

And with the aunfwere here vpon eftlones in hand they go 

The doubtkull woꝛdes wheror they ſcan and canuas to and ee 2 1 11 
WA hich done, Prometheus ſonne began by counſell wife and Apel. 

Mis couſin germanes fearfulneffe thus gently to altw age... 
ell, epther in thele doubtfull woꝛds is hid lome miſteri/ 
Whereot the Gods permit vs not the meaning to eſpie, 

Mꝛ queſtionleſle and tf the fence of inward fenterice derme 

Like as the tenour of the woꝛds apparantliy doe fame, 

It is no bꝛeach of godlyneſſe to doe as God doth bid. 

J take our Graundame foꝛ the earth, the ſtones within bir hid 

A take fo2 bones, theſe are the bones the which are meaned here. 
Though Titans daughter at this wiſe coniecture ol hir fere 

Mere ſomewhat maued, pet none ol both did ſtedfaſt credit gene, 

Do hardly could they in their heartes the heauenly hettes beleue. 

But what and if they made a pꝛoufe : what harme could come therbp⸗ 
They went their wapes and veild their heades, and did their cotes vntie 
And at their backes did thꝛow the ſtones by name ol bones foꝛetolde.

Alone as that the moyſture once taught heate agatni the Sunne, 
And that the fat and ſlimie mud in mozith groundes begunne, oe 
Co ſwell thꝛough warmth of Phebus beames, and that the fratttull (ede 
Ol things well chericht in the fat and liuelp ſoyle in pave, U 
As in their mothers wombe, began in length of time to grob. 
To one 02 other kinde of ſhape wherein themſelues to ſhow. 
Euen ſo when that ſeuen mouthed Nile the watrie feldes fozfoke, 
And to his auncient chanelleft his bꝛidled ſtreames betwke. 
So that the Sunne did heate the mud, the which he tele behinde, 
The hulbandmen that tilde the ground, among the cloddes did finde, 
Ol ſundꝛie creatures ſundꝛie ſhapes: of which they ſpied ſome, 
Cuen in the inſtant of their birth but newly then begoune, 
And ſome vnperten wanting bꝛeſt oꝛ ſhoulders in fuch wlſe, 
That in one bodie oftentimes appeared to the eyes 
One halle thereof aline to be, and all the reſt beide 
Both bopde of life and ſermely thape,farke earth to Mill abide. 
Foꝛ when that moyſture with the heate is tempꝛed equally,

Peneian Daphne was the firſt tobere Phebus ſet his loue, 
Which not blind chaunce but Cupids fierce ¢ cruel wꝛath did mone. 

Whe Delian God but late befoꝛe ſurpꝛiſde with palling pꝛide: 

Foꝛ killing of the monſtrous woꝛme, the God of laue elpide, 

Mith bowe in hand already bent and letting arrowes go: 

Lo whome he ſapd, and what halt thou thou wanton baby fo 
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The ſecond booke of 
To (é this kinde of furniture on our two ſhoulders bꝛight: 
Who when we LE with ſtedlaſt hand both man and beat can wound, 
ho tother day wyth arrowes kerne, haue nayled to the ground, 
Che ſerpent Python fo foꝛſwolne, whole filthie wombe did hide 
So manp acres of the grounde in which he did abide.

Ok Pallas and hir faire attire adournde with heauenlp grace, 
Ohe gaue a ſigha ſoꝛie ſigh from bottome of hir heart. 
Mir lippes were pale, hir cherkes were wan, and all hir face was lwart; 
Hir bodie leane as any Rake. She looked eke a ſkew. 
Mir terth were furde with filth and dꝛolle, hir gums were warpiſh blety, 
The working of hir feſtered gall had made hir ſkomacke grerne.

which neuer bare the pinching poke, noꝛ dꝛelw the plough as pit, 

Shall meete ther. follow after hir, and where thou ſerſt hir fit, 


There builde a towne, and let thereof Beotia be the name. 


Downe from Parnaſus ſfately top ſcarce fully Cadmus came, 
Vlhen ropling foftlp in the bale beloꝛe the herde alone 
He ſaw an Hecfar on whole necke ol ſeruage print was none.

He pale and wan foꝛ feare, 
Had lott his ſpeach: and ruffled bp ſtiſte ſtaring ſtod his heare.

Not only though hir high renowne, but thꝛough a noble race

Soꝛ none the name of bleſſedneſte deferucth fo2 to haue

This ſed: to vncoth Arts he bent the force of all his twits, 

To alter natures courſe by craft. And ozverly he knits 

& rotwe of kethers one by one heginning with the ſhoꝛt⸗ 
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And duermatching Hill eche quill with one ok longer fort, 
hat on the ſhoꝛing of a hill a man would thinke them grobo. 
Euen ſo the countrie Oꝛganpipes of Oten redes in rol 

Ech higher than another riſe. Then kaſtned be with Flax 

The middle quilles, and topned in the lo weit fort with Max. 
And when he thus had ſünicht them, a little he them bent 

In compaſlſe, that the verie Birdes they full might repꝛeſent. 
Chere woe me by him Icarus bis ſonne a pꝛetie Lad. 

Mho knowing not that he in handes his owe deſtruct ion had. 
M ith ſmil ing mouth did one while blow the fethers to and fro 
WA hich in the Aire on wings of Eirds did flaſk not long ago: 


And with his thumbes another while he chafes the pelow Mar 


And lets bis fathers wondꝛous woꝛke with childiſt topes and bar. 
Allone as that the woꝛke was done, the woꝛkman by and by 
Did peyſe his bodie on his wings, and in the Aire on hie 8 
Hung wauering: and did teach his ſonne how he ſhould alſo fife, 
J warne the (quoth he) Icarus a middle race to kp e. 
Foz if thou hold to low a gate, the dankeneſſe of the deepe 
Mill ouerlade thy wings with wet. And ik thou mount to hie, 

The Sunne will ündge them. Therloꝛe ſer betwerne thẽ both thou fie. 
J bid the not behold the Starre Bootes in the Skie.

And epther partpe had theyꝛ Goddes theyꝛ quarrell to alliſt, 
And courage alſo: which as god as Goddes myght well be thought. 
In kyne they neyther fo2 the Kealme noꝛ fo2 the ſcepter fought, 
Noꝛ foꝛ the Lady Lauine: but foz conqueſf. And fo2 ſhame

At length dame Venus lawe her ſonne obteyne the vpper hand

Ol Pluto vtter pleaſureleſſe, and palſed Sty xis ſfreame.

In countnance ſtraunge, but did confent with glad and merry chere. 
Then loue. Aenæas worthy is a ſapna in heauen tw be. 
b Chy wilh for whom thou dot it wilh J graunt the frank and fr. 
This graunt of his made Venus glad. Sher thanke him loꝛ the fame, 
4 And glyding thꝛough the aire vppon her poked doues he came

And allo Maine in Cacrifpfe full many tattell dyde. 
Anon he came to Roome the head of all the woꝛld: and there
